To the Citizens of Coos County: 


The Commissioners of Coos County herewith submit the 
reports of the various County Officials and agencies for the year 
1979. 

1979 has proven to have been a year of both challenge and 
transition in Coos County government. We are pleased to report 
that despite economic uncertainties and double digit inflation 
the county closed out the year with a substantial operating sur- 
plus. This is due to better than anticipated revenues in the 
county nursing homes and through the conscientious efforts 
of all department heads to adhere to their budget allocations. 

This year concluded Phase I of the Jail & House of Correction 
renovation and in September the construction began on Phase II 
of this extensive project. It is anticipated that by June 1, 1980 
the total project will be completed. This will bring this facility 
in West Stewartstown into conformity with all state and federal 
regulations and guidelines. The total project cost for both phases 
will be $828,819.00 with a total of $488,819.00 of the funds 
coming from five separate federal grants and the balance of 
$340,000.00 from county funds. The Commissioners feel that 
this total project is an excellent example of how local, state and 
federal resources can be utilized to solve a problem which would 
have been too costly for the local taxpayers to fund by 
themselves. We appreciate and thank all of those individuals 
who made this project a reality. 


Throughout the year the greatest concern of the Commission- 
ers was the uncertainty of direct welfare costs and the impact of 
these costs on the budget. These ever increasing costs coupled 
with the single larges, unpredictable, ever expanding expense in 
State programs for Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Disabled 
and Medicaid Care all costs which are controlled at the State 
level and reflect the soaring inflation rate are each year causing 
the county budget to increase. This year we expended for these 
welfare items in our budget $614,640.00 against a projected 
budget of $618,460.00. In 1980 we project a cost of 
$725,930.00 and as this is being prepared there is a possibility 
that state funds will be inadequate to allow a full match with the 
funds of the county in some programs and it is possible that the 
funds budgeted for 1980 will not meet the final cost of these 
programs, 
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We wish to thank all of the dedicated employees for their 
service to the citizens of the county. Without their support and 
assistance county government could not function. Also we 
thank again the County Delegation for their guidance and cooper- 
ation during the year. Last but foremost we thank the citizens 
of the county for their trust and confidence in us and we pledge 
to do our best in 1980 to control expenditures while meeting 
our obligation to provide the services that are expected and 
required from the county.

West Stewartstown, New Hampshire 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, the 
County Delegation and Citizens of Coos County. It is our plea- 
sure to be able to present the following report of the past year. 


The Nursing Hospital had 75 admissions and 67 discharges 
for a total of 33,249 patient days for 91.1% utilization. We 
were not able to maintain a better utilization for the year 1979 
because of transfers to the hospital, nursing homes closer to the 
families and shared or group homes. 


Renovations, thanks to the Commissioners and County Delega- 
tion, has been continuing. ‘These renovations are continuously 
improving the morale of both patients and employees. We are 
hoping to be able to continue the improvements started many 
years ago. 


Our Activities Director resigned in early Spring. We were 
able to secure the services of a young woman who is trying to 
motivate our patients to participate in Activities. Bowling was 
added to the list of activities and it proved to be a most success- 
ful program. All able patients are looking forward to their 
weekly session of bowling. 


During one of the monthly birthdays, we were fortunate 
enough to be able to celebrate the 100th birthday of a spry 
young gent. His family also had quite a celebration for him in 
the community and he was able to dance at his party. He was 
the third person to celebrate his 100th birthday here. We were 
also fortunate enough to have one couple celebrate their 66th 
wedding anniversary here. 


There were 139 Jail Admissions and 91 House of Correction 
Admissions for a total of 4,111 inmate days. This lower day 
census helped because of all the construction going on. Unfor- 
tunately the renovations are still not completed at the House of 
Correction and work has been started at the Jail. We are hoping 
that the Jail renovations will not take as long as the House of 
Correction has taken. 


The Farm had a very good produce garden this past year. 
The Nursing Hospital purchased milk, meat and produce worth 
$36,896.66. This operation continues to be profitable. It 
also provides a work program for the House of Correction 
inmates.

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Report of Administrator - 





Coos County Nursing Home - Berlin 


Again, it gives me great pleasure to submit this, my fourth 
annual report to the County Commissioners, the County Dele- 
gation, and the Citizens of Coos County, N.H. 


The year 1979 had its ups and downs. The ups were that 
financially the Home furnished in an enviable position. Not 
only were expenditures less than anticipated, but income 
exceeded anticipated revenues. One of the greatest savings was in 
energy. Although the rate per unit for energy increased, the 
numbers of units consumed were far less than anticipated due to 
the weather. The downs for the year were mainly due to the lack 
of availability of professional employees. During the later part 
of the year, the Physical Therapy Department was practically 
non-existent because the professional therapist had left to accept 
employment elsewhere. This was followed by the Occupational 
Therapist leaving for the same reason. We continued to operate 
during the entire year without the use of a Speech-Audio Thera- 
pist. 


During the year there were fifteen (15) new admissions to this 
institution. There were thirteen (13) deaths during the year, 
seven (7) of which occurred after being transferred to a hospital. 
There were two (2) permanent discharges from this institution. 


The rate of occupancy as in past years continued to be at 
98%. Again, were it not for the beds being saved while a patient 
was in the hospital, the rate would be 100%. The waiting list of 
prospective patients continues to grow. At year end there were 
seventy (70) people on the waiting list of which some twenty- 
five (25) were in other nursing homes, but desirous of moving 
closer to their former residence. 


Last year I reported to you that I had filed a letter of intent 
on behalf of the Commissioners to increase the bed capacity at 
this institution by fifty (50) beds. It was the wishes of the 
Commissioners that no action be taken on this during the year 
and that none is anticipated in the immediate future. 


Again this year, the Nursing Home is cooperating with the 
Regional Vocational Center at Berlin High School by providing 
clinical experience opportunities for students in the Health 
Occupations Program. Thirty-seven (37) students from Berlin, 
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Gorham, Groveton, North Stratford participated in this program 
during the past year, devoting a total of one hundred thirty- 
three (133) hours per student. 


Also during the year, the Nursing Home has cooperated with 
the New Hampshire Vocational Technical College in Berlin by 
providing geriatric clinical experience for students enrolled in 
the college’s practical nursing curriculum. The purpose of this 
program is to correlate theory and nursing skills so that the 
students may become entry-level practical nurses. There were 
eighteen (18) students who participated and each student devoted 
two hundred ten (210) hours to the program. 


Again during the year, the Nursing Home provided two (2) 
nursing assistant programs; one under our direct sponsorship 
and the other under a county CETA program. There were a 
total of nineteen (19) students who graduated. The two (2) 
programs averaged one hundred twenty (120) hours per stu- 
dent. State of New Hampshire certificates were awarded to each 
graduate. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the County Com- 
missioners and to every member of the County Delegation for 
their continued support. On behalf of the patients, I would like 
to thank those groups of citizens and service organizations who 
have come into our Home to provide comfort and entertainment 
to our patients. I would like to express my appreciation to my 
Department Managers for their unending support and assistance 
throughout the year. To the rest of the loyal employees of Coos 
County Nursing Home who provide that close personal touch, 
a very special thank you.

The Coos County Cooperative Extension Service continues to 
serve the citizens and landowners of Coos through a variety of 
individual and group educational programs in agriculture, 
forestry, home economics and 4-H Youth development. 1979 
saw a continuing concern for self-dependence on the part of those 
seeking services from the Extension Service as reflected by re- 
quests for assistance in areas such as, small farm management 
home gardening, food preservation, energy conservation and fuel- 
wood management. 


> 


AGRICULTURE 

The agricultural agent reports that the agricultural industry 
with the exception of dairy is managed by part-time farmers 
which are increasing in numbers each year. Even with this 
increase in agriculture statewide, we still only produce about 
15% of the food we use. We produce enough milk in the state 
for home use, however, we do not produce enough milk to supply 
our cheddar cheese, cottage cheese and other home and 
restaurant uses. 


The only crop, according to the agricultural agent, that is pro- 
duced in surplus state wide is apples. 


There has been a tremendous increase in the number of people 
growing fruits or vegetable for home use. Hundreds of home 
gardeners and home owners have received agricultural publica- 
tions on a variety of subjects ranging from home gardens, house- 
hold insects, livestock management, drinking water, drainage 
problems, landscaping, beekeeping, etc. 


There has been a substantial increase in requests for infor- 
mation on home insulation, windmill operations and _ several 
other energy related issues. 


The agricultural industry is being affected and has shown 
considerable concern on the Water Pollution Control Act Sec- 
tion 208, which addresses non-point Pollution. This Act deals 
with soil erosion and other factors of land management in agri- 
culture. 


Progress is being made in crop rotation, no-till seeding and 
better agricultural production practices. 
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FORESTRY 

The County Forestry Program has experienced an increase 
in the number of requests for assistance with fuelwood manage- 
ment, utilization and marketing, and the financial aspects of 
forest ownership. This trend is expected to continue as our 
woodlands become increasingly recognized as a financially viable 
resource. 


In 1979, the County Forestry Program provided the private 
landowners of Coos with 370 individual forest management 
assists and 115 incidental assists. 


Some of the major activities and accomplishments included 
146 woodland examinations on 7,244 acres; 34 woodland owners 
completing timber stand improvement work on 257 acres; 134 
utilization, marketing and tax assists; 86 insect, disease and shade 
tree assists; 20 demonstrations and group presentations; and 23 
news articles and newsletters. 


HOME ECONOMICS 

The Home Economics programs have served 13 Extension 
groups with 243 participants around the county including the 
towns of Pittsburg, Milan, Errol, Berlin, Lancaster (5), White- 
field (2), Jefferson, Randolph, as well as various community 
women’s clubs and public schools. Programs are frequently 
offered for the benefit of the public. Programs are often offered 
in cooperation with such organizations as Family Planning. The 
monthly newsletter is mailed to 658 people, and a special news- 
letter is mailed to 65 parents of preschool children. 


4-H YOUTH DEVELOPMENT 
Four-H Youth Development in Coos County registers a club 
membership of 300 young people. 


Fifty-eight volunteer adults in thirteen towns work with the 
members as they ‘“‘learn-by-doing”’ together. 


Projects with the greatest enrollments are gardening, poultry, 
clothing and crafts. There is a growing interest in the 4-H 
Forestry project. The County Forester and the 4-H Agent, in 
cooperation with the Coos County Conservation District Educa- 
tion Committee, have involved 4-H volunteer adult and junior 
leaders in a joint effort to focus on the County’s most abundant 
resource. 


Many of the 4-H projects carried on throughout the year were 
culminated with approximately 50 animal entries and nearly 
1,000 individual exhibits at the 1979 Lancaster Fair. 
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We welcome all who request our services. If we can help you, 
contact any of our professional or secretarial staff at the Exten- 
sion Office in Lancaster.

A MESSAGE FROM THE SUPERVISORS 


It is with pleasure that we, the supervisors of the Coos County 
Conservation District, submit this annual report to the Commis- 
sioners, the Delegation and the Citizens of Coos County. 


The year 1979 will be remembered as a year of increased 
public awareness of agriculture and the need to conserve our 
natural resources. A highlight of the year was several visits by 
U. S. Secretary of Agriculture, Bob Bergland, to New Hamp- 
shire and the northern New England region to sign an agreement 
pertaining to rural development and to obtain input on the status 
of our region’s agriculture. ‘‘Things might not have changed 
much for the average farmer, but significant public attention 
was focused upon the precarious position of our region’s agri- 
culture; modest but important steps were taken to prevent conti- 
nued loss of farmland; and there were indications that the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture has finally begun to take notice of the press- 
ing problems unique to agriculture in the Northeast.” 


(NH TIMES supplement; December 26, 1979; page 3) 


The district supervisors have had both direct and indirect 
involvement in many activities throughout the year which have 
focused attention on the status of agriculture. A study commit- 
tee has presented Recommendations for a NH Food Policy, 
and a working conference was held to acquaint state leaders with 
the findings and recommendations. A bill was passed by the 
legislature which provides for the purchase of development 
rights on threatened agricultural lands. 


We accepted grantee responsibilities in a Conservation Agree- 
ment on approximately 276 acres of forestland in the Town 
of Dalton owned by Mrs. Zenaide Bradley. The Agreement 
specifies that the property be maintained as undeveloped open 
space for agriculture, forestry, scenic enjoyment and protection 
of natural environmental systems in perpetuity. 


Because of your continued financial support and an increase 
in our County appropriation, we were able to increase our effect- 
iveness considerably. An Education Committee was organized, 
and our first project was a Forestry Tour for 4—H members and 
leaders to spark interest in forestry projects in the County. 
We conducted a demonstration project of winter rye cover

cropping by aerial seeding to aid in preventing soil erosion on 
70 acres of cornland. This fall we sponsored a trout stocking pro- 
gram through which 11 private ponds were stocked with 1,600 
fish. Our office staff organized an educational field tour of 
recently completed conservation practices to help us increase 
our knowledge of the technical aspects of conservation work. 


ASSISTANCE FROM SOIL CONSERVATION SERVICE (SCS) 


Through the technical services of SCS and the North Country 
Resource, Conservation and Development Project, work was 
completed early this summer on the Roaring Brook Flood Project 
on Lost Nation Road in Groveton. The project should provide 
flood protection and streambank stabilization. 


Soils information for use in woodland management has been 
developed for Brown Co. lands in the Town of Success. This 
information will help foresters evaluate site lim‘tations when 
planning activities for specific sites. Soil mapping of Brown 
Co. lands in Dummer and Millsfield was completed this year, 
and more mapping is planned for next year. The St. Regis 
Paper Co. has requested similar information. Soil mapping 
for Phase II of the Jefferson soil survey is complete. 


Through the District program SCS provided technical assis- 
tance to 428 landowners and 9 towns. Conservation plans were 
prepared and/or revised for 2,424 acres and 83 people installed 
conservation practices providing conservation benefits on 2,617 
acres in the County. The resource base was completely protected 
on 1,264 acres and an additional 209 acres received conservation 
treatment to further enhance the land. A listing of the individual 
practices installed follows:

In addition immunity was granted in a theft case and all but one 
indictment dismissed to obtain testimony in jury conspiracy and theft 
cases resulting in convictions; also a theft case was dismissed to obtain 
testimony in a Federal Court jury trial which resulted in a conviction. 
Several cases were either reduced or dismissed in the best interest of 
justice or for lack of necessary evidence. 


As in the previous two years over 100 indictments were returned, 
several motions tried including time consuming suppression of evidence 
motions which were usually dispositive of the case either by pleas of 
guilty or dismissals. Extensive law enforcement department investi- 
gations were conducted. Your County Attorney also worked closely 
with all law enforcement agencies in the County, rendering advice 
and assistance to them and appearing in most Courts in the County.

A REPORT ON EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING 
PROGRAM ACTIVITIES IN COOS COUNTY 


INTRODUCTION: 


Under the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act 
of 1973 (C.E.T.A.), the Federal Government makes grants to 
local governments or combinations of local governments to 
enable them to provide locally planned and administered employ- 
ment and training services to eligible clients within the local area. 


Under the provisions of the act, Coos County has elected 
to form the Coos County Employment and Training Agency for 
the optional delivery of employment and training serviced under 
the C.E.T.A. Act of 1973. The Agency officially started opera- 
tion October 1, 1977. The chief elected officials who are 
authorized by their legislative body to represent the Agency are 
as follows: 


Dr. Norman S. Brungot, Chairman of Coos County Board 
of Commissioners 

Thomas Corrigan, Coos County Board of Commissioners

Coos County Employment and Training Agency is just one of 
eight (8) such agencies which comprise the Balance of State. 
These agencies are under subcontract with the State Prime 
Sponsor, which is the N.H. Office of Employment and Training. 
i} 


The comprehensive employment and training system has 
three main goals which are: 


1. To place economically disadvantaged and unemployed family 
heads and youth in good jobs with adequate pay to support 
themselves and their families at an income above the poverty 
level and to help them retain those jobs. 


2. To place some clients in other positive situations which will 
benefit the individuals concerned. These positive situations 
include returning to school or other full-time training, entering 
the military, obtaining a C.E.T.A. Title II or VI position, 
and others. 
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3. To provide the economically disadvantaged and potential 
school dropout with training and supportive services. The 
purposes being to assist them in remaining in school while 
simultaneously preparing them for the future world of work. 
Also, for out of school youth, ages 16 to 19, we provide, in 
conjunction with the N.H. Voc. Tech. College, a combined 
work experience/training program designed to afford the 
participants with marketable skills. 


The priority groups which have been established by Coos 
County Employment and Training Agency, indicates that we are 
attempting to serve the lower 3% of the labor force; those who 
would tend to remain unemployed even if our economy were in 
good shape. We feel that the chronically unemployed, which 
we are trying to serve, suffer multiple barriers to employment 
including lack of education, lack of financial resources, family 
responsibilities, racial and sex discrimination, and other barriers 
including a lack of understanding of the world of work and lack 
of a stable work record. 


Clearly, to accomplish the primary goal of unsubsidized job 
placement and retention for the economically disadvantaged, we 
need to provide services which will eliminate these barriers by 
providing vocational skill training that meets the vocational 
interest of the individual. 


During program and fiscal year of October 1, 1978 through 
September 30, 1979, our programs served a total of 764 Coos 
County residents. The analysis by title is as follows:

Title VI work projects were utilized by 14 public or private 
non-profit agencies located in 8 Coos County Communities. 

The N.H. Off Highway Vehicle Department expanded and 
improved approximately 40 miles of its Coos County trails via 
a Title VI project in fiscal 79. 
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Another successful project was the C.A.P. Weatherization 
Project. This program provided weatherization services to appro- 
ximately 50 homes throughout the North Country. 


The youth project created another 12 miles of ski touring 
trails and improved existing trails in the Berlin area. Addition- 
ally, 50% of those participants terminated from that program 
enrolled into a post secondary school program. A total of 12 
youths obtained their High School Equivalency certificate 
through a G.E.D. program. 


Forty three persons received classroom training designed to 
enhance their employability. Thirteen persons completed a 
machine operator training program offered at N.H. Voc. Tech. 
College in Berlin. 


Of those terminated, the following percentage of participants 
secured employment within thirty days of their termination: 
Title II-B - 53% Title II-D - 66% Title VI - 67% 


Title VI projects were not designed to secure participants 
unsubsidized employment but rather to provide them with 
transitional employment only. 


Projections: Fiscal 1980 


For the program and fiscal year of October 1, 1979 through 
September 30, 1980, federal funds totaling $991,808 (less 
summer youth program) have been allocated for use in Coos 
County.
